States in 1939, but due to the -war, was prevented from leaving Gensaqy. Six? 
re-yppl ied for a U. S, visa and on January 1, 1947, was issued a quota y;i. ,*?3* 
by th© U. S. Consuls te^General at Zurich, Switzerland. She ’left Switzerland 
in March, 1947, and entered the United States at New York Ci ty, April ?, 1947 
aboard the SS 'GHIPSflOIM. Shu has applied for U, S. citizenship, Herbert . 
Engelsing has written her that he hao received a visa for entering the- United 
States and expects to arrive in Berkeley, California, early i a December, 194? 
H® ia now residing at either Konstanz, Germany, or in Zurich, Switzerland. 

Upon her arrival In Hew York City, Ingeborg Bngelaing-Kohler was m®t 
by one Paul A. Kanpner, formerly « prominent German banker connected vitla 
the Mendelssohn firm in Germany. Kanpcer presented her with a eopy of a book 
entitled "Germany’s Underground," by Allen Welsh Dulles, Macmillan, 1947, 
One.ohapter af thin book deala with the Rote Kapella (Red Orchestra) plot 
against the Raaia add describes SobulEe-Soysen. as a Russian espionage agent. 
Ingeborg Engeiaing-Kohler stated that it was from reading this book that she 
first learned that SchulEo-Boysen was snnneotod with Russian espionage. Prior 
to that tine, ah® had oonsidered bin as engaged in antl-Naai political ac- 
tivities, which she described as "eufklasuag* (Enlightenment)^ Ingeborg 
Engeleing-Kohler first met.
